(The following interesting descrip­ 
tion of the old Mexican city of Juar­ 
ez is taken from a letter to Orville 
Snead from his father who is at Kl 
Paso at present.) 


This is a beautiful and picturesque 
country. El Paso is a magnificent lit­ 
tle city; the Mexican portion of it is 
in keeping with Mexican ideas which 
is rough and crude. They live in lit­ 
tle adobes built of straw and dirt. 
Your mother and I took a trip to 
Jaurez in old Mexico yesterday aft­ 
ernoon, a town of twenty thousand 
population. Their buildings were in 
the main one story and all looked 
dirty and filthy. The Mexican women 
were sitting around out on the streets 
with their little baskets of tamales, 
chile, peppers and other things which 
looked nasty and 
many 
things 
of 
which I know nothing. The men wear 
blankets, and Mexican hats and have 
a quiet air about them which indi­ 
cates laziness. We went into the gov­ 
ernm ent buildings where 
Taft 
and 
Diaz stood for their 
photos. 
This 
building was used about one hundred 
years ago for a penitentiary and Jail. 
The auditorium is very spacious and 
the offices are very large and well 
kept 
It is standing just as it did 
one hundred and sixty 
years 
ago. 
From there we went to the old Mis­ 
sion church which covers alm ost 
a 
square; went all through looking at 
the statuary and other fixings of the 
Catholics which struck us with won­ 
der. 
This building was erected in 
fifteen hundred forty-nine, before the 
time the Mayflower landed at Ply­ 
mouth Rock with the Pilgrims and on 
I this spot Christianity was taught be- 
! fore there was any United States. The 
j old bell in the tower hangs as it did 
three hundred years ago, being sus­ 
pended 
with 
rawhides, 
which 
of 
course, as time passes, new rawhides 
are used. The steps up to the steeple 
are made from slabs 
of 
hardwood 
which from much use have been worn 
round and smooth. 
The steps 
up 
to choir loft are very steep and cur­ 
iously constructed. The ceiling beams 
look like rock but are made of wood 
and hand carved by the Indians hun­ 
dred of years ago as well the col­ 
umns supporting. A life size wax fig­ 
ure of Christ, in a glass case Just be­ 
hind the chancel, showing the wound 
with blood trickling down his side. 
seemed natural. No p f w k are In this 
building and when they go to worship 
there they must either *tand or sit 
on the floor. The walls rf this build­ 
ing are five feet thick and they were 
badly shot up in nineteen hundred ten 
by the inaurreotos with hand bombs 
which were thrown into the inside. 
I saw hundreds of bullets and bomb 
holes. 
I viewed the place where two 
or three of the soldiers 
fell 
and ! 
where they were burled without be­ 
ing placed in cofffins. We saw the 
place where the old postoffice build­ 
ing was badly torn up and burned by 
bombs and dynamite. 
The insurrec- 
tos 
led 
by 
sixty-five 
Americans, 
bored their way through about thir­ 
ty different brick walls to the post 
office building when they destroyed 
it and at the same time killing fifty 
soldiers of Diaz. From
